Loe wall, with his eyod halfl open, afior
the Mmshion of SBonvambols before c-n{a-rlt'su
completely into tranes, he only difference
belng In the intense light, shol out from the
living orbe beuneath the drooping eyolids, He
nelthier spoke nor moved whilst his father
busled himeaif in arumulup the visitors apon
the low wooden benohes before him, KEvury
oruleh and stick was tulken from the lnflrm e
Wents, aud ploced in the eorner behiod (hn
door, amid the tmid whines of (he poor frighi-
ened creatures, acoustomed 1o look upon the
help nffur~ed by these objeols as abeolutely nos
oessary to thelr safely, When all woro seated
thus, loaning the one aguinst the other, the
father, polog close up to tho son, wolspered
In bis ear fle was aronsx! In s moment, and
comiog forward with a movement brasqgue
and Eun-:m. savoring of the milibary
camp, and not ln the least of the solemnily
of Lho maglolan's sanctuary, s walked aup wod
down & fow minates before the eager
lpe of suerers, 70 ench be told the disease
undor which he or she was suffering, aod the
originnel chuse of the malady: and a8 1o oblec-
tion was mude In any one onde, I am led Lo
suppose hlm to bave been right o all, Pre.
gently, however, Lohserved hlm to stop sod-
deuvly, aud fix his eye upon one of the pationts
Who sat nl Lhe extrame end ol the seeond benoh,
and, uie exnminlng him for o momenot, taern
aside with » slight snudder, which 1 observid
wig nelther of disgust nor drewd, but s kind of
Involuntary recotl, -He sald abraptly, pointing
with his forefilnger stralgot into the faoe of the
individaal he addressed:—=1 oan do notnlog
for your diseasy; IL 1s beyond my power; go, and
remember It I8 useless 1o return,” This
was all, but the words aoted unpon the
mwan ke o mogie spell. Ho shook from hond 1o
fool Hke the nspen leaf, nud trled o gasp out a
few words, but whether ol prayer or exposinln-
tlon It is Impossible o =ay, for his tongoo
seemed puraly zed, and eluny to the roof ol his
mouth, while the Zouave turned aslde with an
indeseribable expression of fear, certainly in-
dicative of a kind of mtimidation. Buat this
was soon shaken off, and hie agaln passed befors
the line, uttering simply the words, “Rise and
walkk!"  The sound whieh simultancously
burst from the assembly conld tind no fAtling
description in nny lspguage. It was a sorg
of moaning whine, a kiud of infantine walling,
evidently produced by fear and doubt.  One
feeble old begear woman, whose head haa
Stopped its palsied shoking from the mnoment
the Zounve Jacob had fixed his glittering eye
upon hoer, was the one wio gave exprossion (o
the feeling which had evigently taken posses-
sion of them all;—"0Oh, how ecan | move without
my crulehes?’ and, having lurned a yearning
look towards the corner where these oldd friends
and supporteérs were staniing, with a liost of
others, she began to mumble and moan most
Mteounly. Bul the Zouave looked for an fustant

Oown Lue line, withh an omionons frrown on his
brow, as he fonnd Lbhat notoneof the patlonts
had obeyed hils orders. Np preiension o the
pacred characier of s propbhet or iasplired
geer was there, for he stampsd with such
rude violence on the floar that the casement
shook sgain, Fealmost ultered an oath, but
it was nuflnished, as he onee moro utiered the
commantd o rise and walk, so that others
might be admitted in their place. Then cawme
the mosl strange and mysterious moment of
the whole ceremony. One by one did every
individual seated upon those low wooden
beénches 1lse and stand erect, No words
ean describe the singular speotacle offered
by this fearing, lu.piur doubling erowd, as
each one found himself standing firm upon
the legs which for yents bnd ceased to do
their office, Bome laughed like [oollsh chil=
dren, some remaloped wrapped In stolld wone
der, while many burst into the most heart-
rending parcxysm of weeping. IL was then
that the Zouave siretched forth his srm and
pade Lthem panse. All was hushed and silent
for a mument. The pavse lnsted for some tiine,
I bave been told that it 18 always so, but have
not been able to acconnt for {18 necessity; and
Lthen the door was thrown open, and the orip-
{:uod and the paralyzead, the halt and lame of
he bour before, walked frowm that long, low
balf-darkened chamber, with somewhat timid
gail, It muy be, but with straightened itmbs
Aand measured steps, ss thougt no allmuent
had ever renchied them., One or LWO Amougst
dhe number tarned to thunk thelr dollverer,
but the Zouave dismissed thom  brotally,
“Be off} dont stand shilly-shally. Yon are
cured, nln't you?—ihat's enoughi—now QQuilfes-
mot Iz camp!' In plnln Enelish, "Cat yoar
ptick, and be gone.' Belore leaving the room
I turned to look at the single patient whoso
aage Jacob had pronounced as beyond hls
power to cure: the man was paralyzed 1o both

B, and Bl neok twisted all awry, It cer-
talnly was n hangdog conntenance—worse Lhan
any I ever beheld—and tha expression of rage
and bate and fenr which it conveyed was un-
mistakable, His feel were paralyzed !llwwue.
and torned outwards. The Zounve's father
gearched nimopgst the sticks and crutohed lell
In the corner for Lthose shich belonged Lo
the only omipple destined Lo remain so,
and, as e toucned each one, looked with Ingair-
ing glance towards Lthe unhappy wrelch, who
answered with an awlkward Jerk of his wry
peck, until he selzed upon a sore of woodeén
shelfl or go-oart npon wheasls; which (he eripple
bud been nsed 1o push before him. A boy came
in to bhelp bim from his seat, and as he disap-
peared, sapported by this axd,
nunl groan, which resonnded through the place
with the most weird and terrible effect hmagl-
nable. I subseguently inguired of the Zouave
by what impression hie was made aware of nis
Inability to cnre. He aunswered slmPI that in
cares ol Lbis Kind & vell seemed to fll belore
his eyes and impede his view of the patlent,
